—  Mistaken  for  a  deer  and 
fatally  shot,  the  body  of  a  young  prospector  lies  on  the 
bank  of  the  Fraser  River,  five  miles  below  White's 
Landing,  awaiting  investigation  by  the  Provincial  Police,  ac- 
cording to  word  taken  to  James  Mackay's  place,  at  Strathnaver, 
on  the  Quesnel-Prince  George  Highway,  today  by  a  young 
bar  miner  named  Hints. 


Made  Non-Stop  New  York-Haiti  Flight 


About  S  o'clock  on  Tuesday 
afternoon.  Hints  said,  five  men  in 
a  canoe  passed  his  camp,  en  route 
to  Quesnel.  An  hour  or  so  later, 
one  of  them  came  back  to  report 
the  canoe  upset  in  a  log  Jam  a 
short  distance  downstream  The 
men  escaped,  but  all  their  belong- 
ings had  been  lost. 

TOOK  THEM  TO  CAMP 

Hints  returned  with  him  and. 
with  their  combined  efforts,  a  num- 
ber of  the  lost  articles  were  re- 
covered from  the  log  Jam.  Hints 
brought  the  five  men  back  to  his 
camp  and  provided  supper  for  them. 

Two.  who  had  lost  everything, 
decided  to  quit  the  river  and  struck 
out  for  the  highway.  They  railed 
at  Mackay's  at  night,  asking  for  a 
place  to  sleep. 

After  supper,  while  the  three 
others  were  drying  their  clothes. 
Hints  went  out  with  a  rifle,  hoping 
to  get  a  deer,  which  was  to  be 
shared  with  the  canoe  party. 

Later,  following  fresh  tracks,  he 
came  out  of  the  woods  and  saw  a 
khaki-colored  object  on  the  bank 
of  the  river.  Certain  that  it  was 
the  deer  he  had  been  following. 
Hints  fired,  but  on  rushing  to  the 
spot,  was  horrt fled  to  find  he  had 
shot  one  of  the  three  men  he  had 
left  in  ramp.  The  rifle  bullet  had 
penetrated  his  chest. 

BENDING  OVER  NOTICE 

The  man  had  been  bending  over 
reading  a  notice  on  a  post  of  a 
recently  staked  mineral  claim. 

Hints  was  preparing  to  transport 
the  wounded  man  to  Quesnel  by 
boat,  but  he  died  within  half  an 
hour. 

The  canoe  party  came  from 
Prince  Rupert.  They  had  all  been 
working  at  Anyox. 

The  dead  man's  name  is  unknown 
to  Hints,  who  describes  him  as  a 
Finnish  Swede.

III  SAVING  LIFE 

New   Treatment  for  Body 
Burns  Described  to  Amer- 
ican Physicians 

MILWAUKEE.  Wis  .  June  14  <AP>. 
—A  new  "bath"  treatment  for  wide- 
spread body  burns  was  described  to- 
day before  the  American  Medical 
Association. 

Lives  of  persons  severely  burned 
by  gasoline  explosions.  Ignited  cloth- 
ing or  extensive  scalds  may  be  saved 
by  tannic  acid  baths.  Dr.  Donald 
B.  Wells.  Hartford,  Conn  .  said.  The 
bath  provides  a  method  of  prevent- 
ing Infection,  previously  difficult  be- 
cause of  the  great  pain  suffered  by 
victims  of  bad  burns. 

DUE  TO  INFECTION 

Dr.  Wells  said  he  believed  a  ma- 
jority of  the  deaths,  exhaust  Ill- 
nesses and  complications  associated 
with  severe  burns  were  due  to  in- 
fection alone.  The  tannic  acid 
bath  relieves  pain  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  scrupulous  cleansing  of 
bumed  areas  now  Is  possible. 

The  victim  Is  placed  In  a  bath  of 
tannic  acid  solution,  and  given  large 
quantlUes  of  liquids  to  drink  to  off- 
set loss  of  water  from  his  body.  As 
soon  as  pain  is  relieved  somewhat. 

fast  as  the  bath  solution  loosens  it, 
and  clean  unburned  areas  with  soap 
and  water. 

A  tan  forms  over  the  burned 
areas  and  the  patient  is  placed  in 
bed. 

Then  warm  air  Is ,  blow  on  him 
for  seventy- two  hours  from  a  hair 
drier  and  he  is  sprayed  with  tannic 
acid  solution.  Finally,  the  air- 
blowing  treatment  is  used  alone, 
until  the  tissue  of  the  burned  areas 
becomes  firm,  preventing  breakage 
of  the  new  tissue  by  perspiration

Story  of  Plot  to  Kidnap 
President's  Grandchild 
Is  Refuted 


BOSTON.  June  14  <AP>.  _  The 
Post  says  threats  to  kidnap  four- 
teen-months-old  Sarah  Delano 
Roosevelt  at  Rye  Beach,  NJL.  were 
revealed  today,  but  a  secretary  of 
President  Roosevelt,  the  child's 
grandfather,  said  later  there  was 
"no  truth"  to  such  a  report,  and 
James  Roosevelt,  the  child's  father, 
also  flatly  denied  any  threats  had 
been  received. 

DETAILS  SECRET 

Details  of  the  threats.  The  Post 
says,  were  being  kept  secret,  but 
the  paper  says  It  was  learned  from 
authentic  sources  that  the  Roose- 
velt* had  received  warning  that  a 
plot  aimed  at  stealing  the  Presi- 
dents grandchild  was  In  the  making. 

The  paper  says  a  secret  service 
man.  Alphonsus  L.  McCormack,  at- 
tached to  the  Boston  office,  had 
been  hurried  down  over  the  road 
to  the  Summer  home  to  watch  over 
the  baby,  less  than  twenty-four 
hours  before  fire  broke  out  a  few 
feet  from  the  empty  crib. 

The  ftre  In  the  fifteen-room, 
rambling  house  at  Rye  Beach, 
which  the  Roosevelts  intended  to 
occupy  during  the  Summer,  was  dis- 
covered by  a  caretaker.  While 
working  in  the  garden  the  man  no- 
ticed smoke  curling  from  the  roof. 
EXTENSIVE  DAMAGE 

Flre-f lghters  were  summoned 
from  three  nearby  towns,  but  be- 
fore the  blaze  could  be  brought 
under  control  damage  of  $5,000  had 
been  caused  by  fire  and  water. 

The  Post  says  It  was  learned  to- 
night that  young  Roosevelt  feared 
the  fire  was  Intended  to  create  ex- 
citement during  which  Sarah  might 
be  whisked  away. 

Portsmouth.  N.H..  police  said  at 
midnight  they  were  unable  to  learn 
of  any  kidnap  threats  concerning 
the  Roosevelt  child.

Employment 


WASHINGTON.  June  14  (AP)  — 
An  increase  of  4  8  per  cent  In  manu- 
facturing employment  In  the  United 
States,  and  11,5  per  cent  In  payrolls 
during  May,  was  announced  today 
by  Secretary  Frances  Perkins,  of 
the  Labor  Department. 

The  gains  in  employment  and 
payrolls  were  far  beyond  the  sea- 
sonal Increases,  and  were  reported 
to  be  the  largest  rise  over  a  pre- 
ceding month  since  January.  1923. 
The  reports  came  from  17,923  es- 
tablishments in  eighty-nine  manu- 
I  facturing  industries,  and  employ- 
ment Increases  were  shown  in 
seventy-nine. 


LONDON.  June  14  (API-Pay- 
ment of  $10,000,000  In  silver  on 
Oreat  Britain's  war  debt  obligation 
of  $75,500,000  due  the  United  8tates.

VERNON,  June  14  (CP).— After  a  lapse  of  100  years, 
the  Indians  have  again  seen  "Auck,"  the  Okanagan 
Lake  monster  the  Whites  have  learned  these  last  few 
years  to  call  Ogopogo-  The  lake  monster  is  a  tradition 
with  the  Indians  who  claim  his  home  is  about  Squally 
Point,  opposite  Peachland.  The  story  is  on  all  lips  on  the 
reserve  at  the  north  end  of  Okanagan  Lake.  The  Indians 
tell  it  with  lowered  voices.  It  is  not  to  be  spoken  of  lightly. 

On  June  8,  three  Indians  were  towing  logs  along  the 
eastern  shore  of  the  North  Arm,  using  horses  to  tow  the 
logs,  and  were  making  good  progress,  working  through 
the  rushes,  when,  suddenly,  they  heard  a  sound,  and  out 
of  the  rushes  rose  an  enormous  head.  Its  terrible  fierce 
expression  was  too  much  for  the  men  on  the  logs.  One 
promptly  fell  into  the  water  and  the  other  made  off  along 
the  shore.  All  three  arrived  at  the  home  of  another  Indian, 
who  lives  some  distance  away,  with  baled  breath  arid  eyes 
protruding  from  their  heads.  They  were  scared  white.

LONDON.  June  14  (CP).  — The  World  Economic  Con- 
ference is  moving  toward  realities.  More  nations  have 
joined  the  temporary  tariff  truce.  Behind  the  scenes,  the 
pieces  are  shifting  on  the  international  chess  board  into  new 
combinations;  the  gold  countries  of  Europe  are  getting  to- 
gether. Banking  experts  are  grappling  with  currency  stabiliza- 
tion and  the  lobbies  are  full  of  gossip  of  bilateral  trade  agree- 
ments. Great  Britain  and  the  United  States,  jointly,  call  for 
reduction  in  excessive  tariffs.  In  a  world  of  high  protection, 
Holland  raises  a  belated  voice  for  wholesale  tariff  reductions.

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Three  figures  dominated  the  con- 
ference scene  today  as  the  nations, 
big  and  little,  submited  plans,  pro- 
posals and  suggestions  In  the  plen- 
ary session.  They  were  Mr.  Cham- 
berlain, in  precise  phrase  advancing 
the  British  plan;  Mr.  Hull,  in  more 
general  terms  pleading  earnestly  for 
international  co-operation,  and 
stocky  Max  Litvinoff,  careless  of  the 
fate  of  capitalistic  nations,  yet  of- 
fering a  billion  dollars'  worth  of 
orders— always  conditional  on  the 
provision  of  satisfactory  credits. 

THREE  PATHWAYS 

The  British  spokesman  was  em- 
phatic that  action  must  be  taken 
simultaneously  in  the  financial, 
monetary  and  economic  spheres 
alike.  The  United  Kingdom  "will 
spare  neither  goodwill  nor  deter- 
mination in  our  efforts  to  secure 
success,"  he  promised.  Mr.  Cham- 
berlain saw  three  great  pathways 
to  a  solution 

1.  Final  settlement  of  reparations 
and  war  debts. 

2.  Abrogation  of  controls  on  ex- 
change movements,  and  resumption 
of  international  trading. 

3.  Co-ordination  of  production  and 
marketing;  removal  of  prohibitions 
and  similar  trade  barriers  and  re- 
duction of  excessivs  tariffs  in  order 
to  promote  a  normal  flow  of  inter- 
national trade. 

CREDIT  IMPROVEMENT 
In  the  monetary  sphere  credit 
would  be  made  available  by  a  policy 
of  cheap  money.  Stability  between 
currencies  should  be  attempted  im- 
mediately, and  the  chief  aim  should 
be  restoration  of  a  satisfactory 
international  monetary  standard 
Gold,  the  Chancellor  said,  seemed 
to  be  most  generally  acceptable,  but 
the  Brittoh  would  not  feel  justified 
in  returning  to  gold  until  equili- 
brium had  been  restored  between 
coats  and  prices;  until  disturbances 
due  to  war  debts  and  reparations 
had  been  removed,  and  artificial 
barriers  on  trade  had  been  wiped 
away.  Tariffs  should  be  no  higher 
than  necessary  to  enable  the  do- 
mestic producer  to  meet  fair  com- 
petition from  abroad.

Intended  to  propose 
a  resolution  that  it  should  be  sup- 
plemented by  an  undertaking  for 
the  simultaneous  suspension  by  all 
countries  of  all  legislation  or  admin- 
istrative measures  of  economic  war- 
fare.

Disarmament 
must  come. 

Dr.  Edouard  Benes,  Czechoslova- 
kia's veteran  statesman,  spoke  for 
the  Little  Entente — R  u  m  a  n  1  a, 
Czechoslovakia  and  Jugoslavia.  He 
thought  particular  insistence  should 
be  placed  on  international  regula- 
tion of  the  production  and  price  of 
wheat.  Chancellor  Engelbert  Doll- 
fuss,  of  Austria,  also  referred  to 
wheat,  saying  that  if  the  exporting 
countries,  with  the  effective  co-op- 
eration of  the  import  nations,  could 
agree  on  stabilizing  exports,  then 
It  would  be  possible  to  lower  the 
duties  on  wheat. 

Earlier  Mr.  Chamberlain  had 
promised  British  support  to  interna- 
tional wheat  export  regulation.  Dr. 
Lebrun.  of  the  Argenina  delegation, 
said  Argentina's  wheat  crop  last 
year  was  less  than  it  was  twenty 
years  ago.

"They  (the  British  Government) 
maintained  this  hope  up  to  a  very 
recent  date."  the  Chancellor  con- 
tinued. "In  the  end  it  became  clear 
that  It  could  not  be  realized.  They, 
therefore,  had  to  decide  upon  their 
course  of  action  in  these  circum- 
stances as  they  found  them  '

Fleming  opened 
a  window  and  shot  the  rhino  in  his 
tracks  The  Chinese  staff  of  his 
cocoa  farm  shouted  in  glee,  which 
Is  unusual  for  Chinese,  and  swooped 
in  to  saw  of  the  horns. 

"Tuan,"  they  pleaded  "May  we 
have  hom?"  "Sure,  take  the  works 
Just  get  it  away  from  here." 

The  men  gleefully  sliced  up  the 
carcass,  carefully  wrapping  the 
valuable  lnsldes  in  palm  leaves.  Not 
a  shred  was  left  for  the  ants,  not 
a  particle  wasted. 

GETS  PRICE  OF  PASSAGE 

A  week  later 'Fleming's  personal 
boy  announced  himself  as  done  with 
Borneo.  He  was  going  back  to 
Hongkong  and  live  the  life  of  Rellly. 

"With  what?"  Fleming  demanded. 
"Where  have  you  got  the  money 
for  this?" 

"From  selling  the  rhino  horns, 
boss.  Big  price  I  got."  Only  then 
Fleming  learned  the  value  of  those 
grotesque  hooks  which  Jut  out  from 
the  snout  of  a  Borneo  rhino.

African 
horns;  quite  worthless.  Only  the 
Borneo  rhinoceros  is  valuable  as 
medicine."

"No  good."  was 
all  the  customer  would  sav 

One  after  another,  all  the  San- 
dakan dopesters,  medicine  men. 
witch  doctors,  and  soothsayers  were 
visited.  They  all.  like  the  Chinese, 
turned  down  the  African  horns  as 
worthies*  frauds.  So  If  you  happen 
to  want  a  few  souvenirs  of  a  South 
Sea  get-rich-qulck  scheme  that 
didn-t  Jell.  Just  dash  me  off  a  cable 
and  I'll  shoot  a  few  home.  You  can 
use  them  in  the  fruit  dish  as  imi- 
tation bananas. 

Ansan.  the  greatest  crocodile 
hunter  In  the  world.  Is  visiting  this 
plantation  on  his  annual  clean-up 
just  now.  Ansan.  an  old-tlmc  Malay 
who  speaks  English  with  a  Cockney 
twang  is  one  of  the  richest  men 
in  Borneo.  With  his  own  right  arm 
he  has  butchered  more  than  25.000 
crocodiles  In  thirteen  years  of  reck- 
less raiding  up  and  down  the  rivers. 
For  slaughter  alone  the  government 
pays  him  twenty  cents  an  Inch  for 
the  skull.  A  fair  average  is  twenty 
Inches,  so  Ansan  gets  four  dollars 
that  way.  Chinese  hoping  for  the 
same  torrte  benefit*  as  from  the 
rhino  horns  pay  high  prices  for 
some  of  the  lnsldes.  while  three 
separate  firms  are  constantly  in  the 
market  for  hides.  The  only  trouble 
Is  that  ants  oftrn  wreck  the  hides 
before  Ansan  can  get  them  to  mar- 
ket. Still,  he's  a  rich  old  buccaneer 
who  fears  no  crocodile  who  ever 
lived. 

Not  once  In  all  his  years  as  gov- 
ernment crocodile  butcher  has  An- 
san been  badly  wounded,  but  once 
or  twice  a  year  he  is  swept  Into 
muddy  waters  by  the  lashing  tall 
cf  an  Infuriated  mugger  whose  ar- 
mor-plated hide  has  been  able  to 
stand  the  sDear  thrust  from  Ansan's 
rlsrht  arm.

Neither  side  vulnerable 
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South  had  been  having  a  lot  of 
goo  dluck,  while  East— a  Jolly  good 
fellow— had  been  having  a  per- 
sistent run  of  bad  luck.  South  was 
the  dealer  at  the  start  of  a  new 
rubber,  and  accidentally  turned  up 
the  king  of  spades  as  It  was  dealt 
to  East. 

"Keep  It,"  remarked  South.  "I'll 
do  my  best  to  make  you  lose  It." 

"You  won't  succeed  If  I  have  the 
luck  to  get  something  to  go  with 
It."  replied  East. 

The  reader  can  readily  gather 
that  this  game  was  not  played  for 
blood,  as  are  some  games  at  the 
contract  table,  but  was  one  In  which 
the  spirit  of  good  fellowship  took 
precedence  over  the  rules. 

South  completed  the  deal,  picked 
up  his  hand,  and  made  a  pre- 
emptive bid  of  five  diamonds.  West, 
of  course,  passed,  and  North  studied 
his  hand  a  long  time  and  finally 
bid  seven  diamond*,  later  explain- 
ing when  he  put  down  his  dummy: 

"If  you  can  bid  five,  knowing  the 
spade  king  is  against  you.  and  with- 
out two  aces,  then,  as  I  hold  those 
aces,  surely  I  can  raise  you  to 
seven." 

East  doubled  the  bid  of  seven, 
with  the  remark: 

"I  don't  mind  telling  vou.  I  have 
something  to  go  with  that  king  " 

West's  opening  lead  was  the 
heart  king,  which  was  won  with  the 
ace  in  dummy. 

The  declarer,  as  he  now  realize  1 
held  one  loser — namely,  the  spade 
knave.  There  was  no  chance  to  dis- 
pose of  this  loser  by  trumping  It 
out  or  discarding  it  on  a  good  card 
In  dummy.

it  be  lowered  to  the  advantage  of  other 
In  fact,  there's  the  rub.  No  nation 
to  want  to  do  anything  that  will  be  of 
to  a  neighboring  nation,  and  there 
are  few  nations  alert  enough  to  see  that  there 
may  be  such  a  principle  or  fact  in  trade  as 
mutual  advantage. 

Listen  to  the  babel  of  tongues  discussing  this 
mysterious  principle  of  business  even  at  the 
present  time  in  London,  where  they  were  doing 
business  upon  such  a  basis  hundreds  and  hun- 
dreds of  years  ago.  utterly  indifferent  to  Inter- 
national fluctuations  in  currencies,  credits  and 
exchanges.  Yes,  and  where  they  will  be  con- 
ducting business  upon  practically  the  same  basis 
thousands  and  thousands  of  years  hence,  utterly 
contemptible  of  the  ways  of  international  poli- 
ticians. 

There  is  no  danger  whatever  of  the  London 
Conference  being  an  utter  failure.  It  will  be  a 
complete  success  if  the  representatives  of  the 
British  Empire  succeed  in  defending  against 
assault  the  structure  of  Imperial  preferences 
through  which  trade  Is  rapidly  expanding.  The 
door  of  that  trade  edifice  is  of  course  open  to  all 
nations  which  are  willing  to  exchange  trade  upon 
mutually  beneficial  conditions.  If  there  Is  any 
obstacle  to  the  success  of  the  Economic  Confer- 
ence, it  is  the  fact  that  it  is  trying  to  accomplish 
In  one  comprehensive  sweep  something  that  only 
can  be  done  by  gradual  processes. 

The  reader  may  think  the  immediately  pre- 
ceding sentences  rather  vague  and  calling  for 
explanation.  Anyone  who  has  followed  the  politi- 
cal discussions  of  the  past  few  weeks  must  have 
noticed  that  Imperial  preferential  trade  is  not 
internationally  beloved.  It  has  no  friends  out- 
side of  the  Empire,  and  has  many  enemies  within 
the  Empire.  During  the  period  of  the  London 
Conference  it  will  be  assailed  from  without  and 
within,  the  Internal  assault  of  course  being  the 
most  dangerous.  The  reason  for  the  interna- 
tional attitude  is  obvious.  The  reason  for  domes- 
tic hatred  and  hostility  is  not  so  obvious.

But  in 
their  hearts  British  Socialists  know  that  free 
trade  can  never  be  revived  in  Britain  or  any  part 
of  the  world  where  trade  is  important.  When 
Oreat  Britain  adopted  tariffs  in  order  that  she 
might  be  in  a  position  to  give  preferences  in 
trade,  that  was  the  end  of  free  trade  throughout 
the  world. 

That  also  was  the  end  of  the  old  party  political 
alignments  in  the  British  Parliament.  The  little 
that  was  left  of  the  Liberal  Party  was  shattered 
into  fragments.  The  greater  part  of  it  became 
affiliated  with  the  group  supporting  the  Mac- 
Donald  Government;  the  lesser  part,  or  the  tall, 
will  ultimately  be  swallowed  and  absorbed  by  the 
Socialist  party. 

It  was  necessary  to  state  these  facts  In  order 
to  make  clear  the  reasons  for  the  bitter  hatred 
of  the  Socialists  of  Britain  and  the  Liberals  of 
Canada  for  the  Prime  Minister  of  Canada.  So- 
called  Imperial  Conferences  had  been  meeting 
year  after  year,  passing  milk  and  water  resolu- 
tions, and  doing  nothing  of  the  slightest  conse- 
quence to  any  part  of  the  Empire.  Immediately 
after  the  advent  of  the  Bennett  Government  In 
the  Fall  of  1930,  signals  for  action  were  displayed. 
Within  the  space  of  two  years  Imperial  Con- 
ferences were  held.  Within  the  space  of  three 
years  a  system  of  Imperial  preferences  had  been 
adopted. 

The  charge  has  been  made  that  Premier  Ben- 
nett practically  dragooned  the  representatives  of 
Britain  Into  acceptance  of  the  system  of  Imperial 
There  may  be  some  truth  In  the 
ration,  but  it  was  time  for  some  individual  of 
strong  will  and  fixed  determination  to  take  hold 
of  a  situation  which  has  been  static  for  about 
half  a  century.  Not  a  single  leader  up  till  that 
tlrrie  had  the  courage  to  perform  the  part  of  a 
leader.  Mr.  Bennett  was  at  least  the  godfather 
of  Imperial  Preferential  Trade.  But  for  his  force 
of  character  preferential  trade  within  the  Empire 
would  still  have  been  a  subject  for  feeble  resolu- 
tions and  flamboyant  speeches  instead  of  a  vital 
and  active  force.  That  is  why  the  Socialists  of 
Britain  and  the  Liberals  of  Canada  hate  R.  B. 
Bennett  with  a  deadly  animus  that  is  practically 
poisonous. 

MYSTERY  OF  COLD 


People  will  agree  upon  almost  every  discus- 
sable subject  except  one.  That  one  subject  Is 
the  weather— not.  of  course,  the  current  weather, 
for  it  Is  not  sufficiently  remote  to  be  forgotten 
and  therefore  a  subject  for  controversy.  If  anyone 
should  say  of  the  weather  that  is  past  that  there 
had  never  been  anything  like  it  before,  someone 
will  declare,  with  the  utmost  confidence,  that  the 
weather  varies  but  little  from  year  to  year  ac- 
cording to  records  taken  over  a  series  of  years. 
Somoone  remarked  a  few  days  ago  that  1933 
might  be  a  year  without  a  Summer.  There  may 
have  been  years  without  Summers  in  Canada, 
but  we  believe  the  stories  about  the  year  in  Can- 
ada without  any  Summer  at  all  were  possibly 
more  than  a  trifle  exaggerated. 

Time  when  it  Is  old  is  something  like  a  fog 
when  it  is  new,  and  distance  lends  distortion  to 
the  view.  If  the  cock-sure  persons  who  maintain 
that  the  seasons  are  changing,  because  according 
to  their  recollections,  never  before  was  the 
Spring  so  late  as  it  has  been  this  year,  had  made 
notes  of  the  temperatures  and  of  the  winds  in- 
stead of  trusting  to  their  memories  for  their 
facts,  they  would  probably  have  found  out  that 
while  the  season  was  somewhat  later  than  nor- 
mal this  year,  the  difference  was  so  trifling  the 
time  lost  would  assuredly  be  recovered  long  be- 
fore the  end  of  Summer.  The  year  that  was  go- 
ing to  be  without  a  Summer  came  to  an  end  on 
Monday  last  with  a  recorded  temperature  read- 
ing of  about  75  degrees,  but  there  were  places 
within  the  district  where  the  temperatures  were 
much  higher  than  those  of  the  official  ther- 
mometer.

Then  the  former  Brixham  trawler 
held  on  her  way  to  the  Cocos 
Islands,  where  Mr.  Jolly  and  his 
shipmates  arrived  to  find  the  Van- 
couver expeditionary  party  first  in 
possession  of  the  field.  There  was 
no  animosity  and  the  two  parties 
joined  forces. 

••Altogether."  said  Mr.  Jolly,  "we 
were  about  forty  strong,  and  we 
worked  very  hard  from  August  to 
January.  It  was  heavy  work, 
tunneling  and  digging  there,  and  in 
the  end  we  did  not  find  even  a 
buccaneer's  button.

After  taking  the  Vancouver  party 
to  Punta  Arenas  on  their  way  home, 
the  Vigilant  started  to  leak,  and 
new  planks  were  necessary.  Bad 
workmanship  and  the  efforts  of  the 
worm  so  prevalent  in  those  tropical 
waters  of  the  Panama  Canal  Zone 
caused  serious  trouble,  and  when 
there  were  only  four  of  the  original 
party  left  on  board,  the  vessel  en- 
countered very  stormy  weather. 

•  What  should  have  taken  us  six 
days."  aaid  Mr.  Jolly,  "occupied 
twenty-six  days.  Northerly  gales 
beset  us  and  then  our  fuel  gave  out. 
Food  and  water  were  nearly  gone 
when  we  hailed  a  passing  steamer, 
which  supplied  us  with  stores  and 
sent  a  wireless  message  for  aid.  The 
Americans  responded  In  a  most 
efficient  manner.  I  am  glad  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  service  they  rendered 
us.  It  was  qiiite  typical  of  the  spirit 
of  the  sea  the  world  over." 

At  Panama  the  Vigilant  was  sold, 
and  Mr.  Jolly  embarked  at  Balboa 
on  the  Orcoma  for  the  passage 
home. 

After  a  few  months  at  home,  an- 
other vessel  Is  to  be  purchased,  and 
once  more  Trinidad,  the  Cocos 
Islands  and  the  South  Seas  will  be 
searched  for  the  legendary  pirate 
hoards  of  gold  and  jewels.

In  his  recent  speech  at  Shawnl- 
gan.  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition 
had  been  obsessed  with  a  recurrency 
of  political  amnesia,  cavilling  at 
the  few  new  taxes  In  emergent 
times  and  falling  revenues,  and  for- 
getting the  102  new  and  Increased 
taxes  imposed  by  the  Oovemment 
of  which  he  had  been  a  member 
between  1917  and  1928,  in  pros- 
perous days. 

The  same  malady,  Mr.  Jones  con- 
tinued, had  afflicted  the  former 
Minister  of  Finance,  Jolm  Hart, 
who  had  discussed  Interest  rates 
and  loans.  Out  of  twenty-five  loans 
made  between  1917  and  1923,  six 
teen  had  been  floated  by  Mr.  Hart 
at  rates  rising  from  5  per  cent  to 
6.88  per  cent,  in  "good  tiroes."  The 
present  Government  had  floated  its 
loans  under  5  per  cent,  with  the 
exception  of  two,  In  1932  and  1933, 
respectively,  and  neither  of  which 
had  cost  6.88  per  cent. 

Between  1910  and  1917  the  Oov- 
emment. of  which  W.  J.  Bo  vser, 
K.C.,  had  been  a  member,  had  dls- 
rfpated  a  cash  surplus  of  $10,000,- 
000  and  left  a  debt  of  $23,000,000 
in  lta  place,  Mr.  Jones  averred. 
The  succeeding  administration  had 
worked  the  debt  up  from  $23,000,000 
to  $120,000,000,  in  "good  times,"  not- 
withstanding Increasing  revenues  and 
total  deficits  of  $17,000,000. 

RECORD  TO  CONTRAST
